W. Norwood Mitchell, veteran ex- 
ecutive of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad and an intimate friend of 
the late ‘Theodore Roosevelt, died 
early Saturday morning at his home, 
997 Columbia avenue, in his seventy- 
eighth vear after an illness of about 
10 weeks. 

Funeral services for the beloved 
business and fraternal leader will be 
conducted at 9 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing by the Rev. Father M. A. Cotter, 
at the Sacred Heart church. The 
hody will be removed to Richmond, 
Va., Mr. Mitchell's birthplace, for 
hurial immediately after the services. 
Members of the southeastern freight 
association of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad will serve as pallbearers. 
Prominent in Richmond. 
Mitchell had attained promi- 
nence in his native city and state 
before coming here in 1896 as the 
head of the newly-opened Atlanta dis- 
trict office of the B. and O. From 
that time on Mr. Mitchell took an 
active interest in the business, frater- 
nal and social work of his new home 
and his adopted state, and long be- 
fore his death had attained to a posi- 
tion of eminence, nationally as well 
as locally.

duties attached to his office of gen- 
eral southeastern agent for his com- 
pany, Mr. Mitchell always was able 
to find time and energy to aid in 
movements for the betterment of his 
city and state.

ment and was assigned to the visiting 
of many army cantonments and the 
making of addresses to the soldiers. 
In this capacity he rendered great 
service toward the maintenance of 
morale. 

He enjoyed a long standing and in- 
timate friendship with ‘Theodore 
Roosevelt and had in addition a wide 
cirele of friends among other national 
figures, and was well versed in nation- 
al politics. 

In addition to his many other ac- 
tivities Mr. Mitchell was identified 
with the Maryland Club of Baltimore, 
the Atlanta Traffic elub and the At- 
lanta lodge, No. 78, B. P. O. BE. He 
also was active in the service of the 
Sacred Heart church and was hon- 
orary aide-de-camp to the national 
commander of the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars. 

Mr. Mitchell is survived by his 
widow and a son, Otey D. Mitchell.

Los Angeles, Calif., February 9.—(/P) 
Former District Attorney Asa Keyes 
and two associates conferred at length 
in their jail cells today with attorneys 
in planning appeals from their convic- 
tion yesterday in superior court on 
bribery charges. 

The convicted trio—Keyes, Ben 
Getzoff and Ed H. Rosenberg—were 
convicted by a jury of ten women and 
two men of giving and receiving bribes 
in connection with the fraud trial of 
the Julian Petroleum corporation pro- 
moters. They are to be sentenced 
Monday. ‘The penalty is one to four- 
teen years. 

Each of the prisoners was kept in 
a separate cell. Keyes occupied one 
which once confined Russell Beitzel, 
convicted Los Angeles murderer. The 
former prosecutor appeared unruffled 
when he was stripped of his street 
clothes and ordered to dress in the 
regulation blue jail dungarees. He ap- 
parently was not bothered by a night 
spent on an iron cot covered with a 
rough blanket. 

Both Getzoff and Rosenberg appear- 
ed much depressed but after they con- 
ferred with attorneys, they became 
more cheerful. Getzoff complained of 
illness from stomach ulcers and a phy- 
sician was called for him. 

The convicted men refused to be in- 

terviewed or ~hotographed. 
' Keyes faces trial on another charge 
of bribery in connection with his han- 
dling of the case of A. I. Lasker, mil- 
lionaire sportsman and former head 
of a now defunct financing company 
who today was sentenced to serve 
from five to thirty years in the neni- 
tentiary for falsification of corpora- 
tion records. 

Lasker and three others are jointly 
charged with Keyes, who is alleged 
to have accepted money while he was 
prosecutor to save Lasker from prison. 

Superior Judge Hartley Shaw pro- 
nounced sentence on Lasker following 
a denial of motions for a new trial. 
Lasker was convicted on five counts 
when brought to trial by Buron Fitts, 
who succeeded Keyes as district attor- 
ney, 


HELD FOR MURDER,

ATLANTA MAY LOSE 
FEDERAL BUILDING. 
BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


Washington, February 9.—(Spe 
cial.)—Informatior coming from of- 
ficial quarters here today indicated 
that there is a probability of several 
southern cities, including Atlanta and 
Jacksonville, Fla., being denied new 
federal buildings in the forthcoming 
budget report on account of exorbitant 
prices asked for property sites desired 
for the location of the structures. 

Officials of the budget held an ex- 
tended conference during the day with 
.-embers of the federal building com- 
mission in an effort to reach a final 
agreement on the list of new buildings 
to be recommended to congress next 
week. While it is known that the 
conference discussed the situation as 


|it bas developed in several of the 


cities, no definite information was 


available as to the action taken. 
Prices Cause Trouble. 

Although previous assurance has 
been given members of the Ceorgia 
congressional group that “ample pro- 
vision”. would be made for Atlanta, 
reports received here as to prices 
demanded for the site recommended 
near the terminal station have caused 
the feeling to go abroad that the city 
probably would be one of those elimi- 
nated. Officials of the Central of 
Georgia railway, owners of the site 
350 feet square, adjacent to the termi- 
nal station, which has tentatively 
been selected by First Assistant Post- 
master General John H. Bartlett and 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Carl Schuneman, are said to have 
demanded $1.250,000 for it—a price 
which government officials will be un- 
willing to pay, it was said. 

The suggestion has been heard that 
in the event it became necessary for 
the government to institute condemna- 
tiou proceedings, other sites, in the 
same locality, probably across from 
the Spring street viaduct, might be 
considered, but reports have it that 
similar demands might be made for 
th:se also. 

At the time announcement was 
made’ by officials of the tentative se- 
lection of the Central of Georgia prop- 
erty site, Mr. Bartlett said that if 
necessary the government would re- 
sort to condemnation to get it. 
Whether members of the federal com- 
mission are still of this frame of mind, 
however, remains to be seen. 

Georgians Watch Development. 


Word that other cities probahly 
would be eliminated may. mean that 
Atlanta, against which the same ob- 
jection is raised, stands to receive 
similar treatment. Before any action 
is taken looking to this end, members 
of the Georgia delegation who have 
interested themselves in the city’s pos- 
tal needs, are expected to be notified 
and granted a brief hearing at least. 
Both Senator Walter F. George and 
Congressman Leslie J. Steele are keep- 
ing an eye on the situation and have 
asked department officials to advise 
them of plans fdr Atlanta before for- 
warding the budget report to congress. 


Present prospects are that the re- 
port will be transmitted to the house 
appropriations committee late Monday 
afternoon or sometime Tuesday, de- 
pending on further developments in 
connection with the projects to be 
stricken out.

A medical bulletin issued tonight 
gave the assurance that his majesty 
had stood the 70-mile motor trip well 
and that his general condition was 
satisfactory several hours after he 
had reached his new quarters in “Sun- 
shine House,” as Craigweil House is 


known. 

Lord Dawson of Penn having exam- 
ined the patient and issued the offi- 
cial report returned to London while 
Sir Stanley Hewitt remained in as 
close attendance upon the king as at 
Buckingham palace. , 

Soon after arriving at his new 


home on the south coast, his majesty 
took some nourishment, He then com- 
posed himself and fell asleep enjoying 
a prolonged and peaceful rest. 

The king's journey was a long pro- 
cession between cheerful lines’ of 
thousands of his subjects who seized 
the opportunity to show their joy at 
his improved condition.

MIGRATORY BIRD BILL 
IS PASSED BY HOUSE 


Measure Must Go Back to 
Senate for Parley on 
Amendments. 


Washington, February 9.—(4)—The 
house today passed the senate bill 
to fix a 10-year program for the estab- 
lishment of migratory game _ bird 
refuges. 

The vote was 219 to 9. The meas- 
ure now must go back. to the senate 
for an agreement on house amend- 
ments. 


The measure would create a com- 
mission to study the problem of es- 
tablishing sanctuaries and to direct a 
program of expenditures which would 
culminate in an annual appropriation 
of $1,000,000 for the last seven years 
of the 10-year program. 


TERROR RULES BOMBAY 
AS FACTIONS CONTEND 


Bombay, February 9.—(/)—Fatal 
affrays continued to break out spas- 
modically today between Hindus and 
Mohammedans, continuing Bombay's 
reign of terror. Tonight the city ap- 
peared to be more quiet, but this was 
largely due to stringent measures by 
police and military who broke up 
every sign of a group and herded in- 
dividuals of the two factions away 
from each other. 

Up to midnight there had been no 
further trouble in any of the dis- 
turbed areas. At that hour the 
streets were deserted, except for pass- 
ing patrols. / 

Authorities were apprehensive of 
the morrow, sensing that the intensity 
of feeling between the warring Hindus 
and Pathans had not subsided en- 
tirely. 

There was a wild disturbance at 
Kalbadevi this afternoon. It was 
quelled by troops, but only after four 
rioters had been shot dead and sey- 
eral others wounded. 

In striving to keep the streets 
cleared, the authorities forbade all 
loitering between the hours of 7 p. 
m. and 6 a. m. No groups of more 
than five persons each were allowed 
to assemble in. public places. All 
rough characters were arrested wher- 
ever found.

Gives Advance Views on 
Georgia Agricultural 
Outlook for Year. 


Athens, February 9.—(4)—An- 
nouncing the fixed policy of the Gevr- 
gia State College of Agriculture as in- 
eluding a “very definite and compre- 
hensive study of the agricultural sit- 
vation and prospects which he ahead 
for the ensuing years,’ Dr. Andrew 
M. Soule, president of the college, said 
that the latest data in this connection 
is “sufficiently authentic and reliable 
to predicate a rational program of 
production for 1929.” 

Basing his predictions and advice 
on material assembled by VDrofessor 
Kenneth Treanor, farm management 
specialist of the college, Dr. Soule 
said: 

“It is quite certain that the area 
devoted to cotton should not be in- 
creased, It is equally evident that 
aA better type of staple and a Jarger 
yield of Jint per acre inust be secured. 
To accomplish these ends calls for 
more thorough preparation and fer- 
tilization of the land than has been 
followed in the past. Certainly, we 
need to intensify and increase 
yields of corn. We can add a 
mum of 304100.000 bushels 
harvest of 1920 with entire 
tion and safety, The acreage 
bright leaf tobacco should not be in- 
creased and the same is true of sweet 
potatoes and watermelons. Care and 
management of our peach orchards 
should be intensified. <A greater di 
versity of truck crops shonld be 
raised] and an endeavor made to place 
them on the markets of this state at 
seasons of the year when they are 
bare of this class of foodstuffs.

The pope today, with the assist- 
anee of his negotiators, corrected final 
proofs of the texts of the treaty and j 
its accompanying concordat. 

The Italian government notified all 
Italian ambassadors and ministers 
abroad of the agreement and of the 
'fortheoming signing. This was the 
‘first official move made by that gov-

ition. Cardinal Gasparri, papal secre-

indicate Cunningham took the offen- | 


sive in the duel. 

Cunningham's widow and Earl Ki- 
ger, detective who witnessed the duel, 
have testified that they did not know 
which man fired first. Liggett and 
Cunningham met and fought as Lig- 
gett was walking away from Cun- 
ningham'’s home, 

An automobile mechanic who said 
he knew John “Jack” Quinn, witness 
charged with perjury after he testi- 
fied he had seen the shooting, said 
under oath that Quinn told of “run- 
ning into a shooting scrape’ either 
the night of the duel or the night aft- 
erward.

LAST HONORS PAID BARON VON HUENEFELD 4 


Of German Atlantic Flier’ 


Berlin, February 9.—(/)—The fa- 
mous “Three Musketeers of the Air,’” 
who faced desth together on their 
hazardous westward flight across the 


north Atlantic, today were united for 
the last time at the bier of Baron von 
Huenefeld, gallant driving force be- 
hind that historic journey. 

The Evangelical cathedral was 
crowded to the last standing space 
this afternoon when, five minutes be- 
fore the opening of the funeral serv- 
ice, the lithe figure of Major James 
Fitzmaurice in the uniform of the 
Irish Free State, and the stocky fig- 
ure of Captain Herman Koehl in 
navy blue aircraft uniform, wearing 
the American distinguished flying 
cross, appeared in the altar niche and 
ranged themselves to the left and 
right of their dead comrade’s coffin. 

Four members o* the steel helmet 
organization of former service men 
and four German air aces then took 
places behind Fitzmaurice and Koehl. 
There were many sobs audible as the 
crowded church gave expression to its 
emotion at the touching incident. 

Fifty Flag Bearers. 

As the church bells tolled 2 o'clock, 
Baron Ulrich von Sell, representing 
the former kaiser, entered the altar 
niche from the vestry bearing a huge 
wreath of white roses which he de- 
posited at the bier. Then followed a 
procession through the long central 
aisle of 50 flag-bearers representing 
student, patriotic, monarchist, east 
Prussian and other fraternities and so- 
cieties. These ranged themselves in 
a semi-circle about the coffin. 

Amidst the solemn note in the 
church, they lent a touch of color. 
The students wore the various cos- 
tumes of their fraternities and many 
former officers wore their pre-war 
parade uniforms,

Announcements that the 1929 school 
budget had been given the official O. 
K. of the mayor and that a special 
committee of the board of education 
would begin this week a survey of 
plumbing and heating equipment in 
several schools were chief features 
Saturday in the Atlanta school situa- 


tion. 
Mayor Ragsdale Saturday approved 
the finance sheet for operation of the 


school system, calling for expenditure 
of $2,834,621.50, following a ruling of 
City Attorney James L. Mayson to the 
effect that if “tentative adoption” of 
the finance sheet by the board was in- 
tended for the purpose of utilization of 
additional funds in the event they are 
provided, the mayor could sign it. 

George W. Powell, president of the 
board, previously had issued a state- 
ment that unless more funds are pro- 
vided, teachers salaries must be re- 
duced to aborb a $77,000 shortage 
in that account the latter part of 
the year. Mr. Powell also added that 
if the board had adopted the budget 
as a final action, other funds could 
not be used even though they were 
obtained. 

Doubt that the mayor could ap- 
prove a finance sheet passed tenta- 
tively was expressed, but under the 
explanation, Mr. Mayson held that it 
was a legal and valid budget. 

Plumbing Probe To Open. 

Survey of plumbing and heating 
equipment installed at the ASS,

Abolition of the present board of 
education and establishment of an- 
other of from five to seven members 
elected from the city at large; divorce 
of the new board from city council by 
authorizing it to levy a special tax, 
thus eliminating the present system of 
divided responsibility—council raising 
the finances and the board administer- 
ing them—were urged Saturday by 
George W. Powell, president of the 
Atlanta board of education. 

Pointing out that the first duty of

of good business. 

Meeting Slated Wednesday. 

His statement comes only a few 
days before a meeting of a special 
bonding committee Wednesday after- 
noon headed by Alderman Claude Ash- 


ley, of the fourth ward, at which some 
solution of the financial problem pre- 
sented by the schools will be discussed, 
and was regarded as significant. 

Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
schools of Atlanta, and Jere A. Wells, 
superintendent of Fulton county 
schools, will appear before the com- 
mittee at the session, which begins at 
3 o'clock Wednesday afternoon in the 
mayor’s reception room at the city 
hall, to suggest probable remedies. 

Members of the bond issue commit-

FIVE WEEKS’ LIMIT 
SET FOR MEETING. 

Paris, February 9—(4)—Five weeks 
was set today as the limit for con- 
sideration of the reparations problem 
by the new commission cf experts. 
Speed was the password adopted at 
the first meeting of the commission 
which was held this morning under 
the temporary chairmanship of Emile 
Moreau, governor of the Bank of 
France. 

All the delegates, Germans, allies 
and Americans, agreed at this in- 
formal “get acquainted” gathering 
that if they could not find a basis for 
a final settlement of Germany's war 
accounts within five weeks, there was 
a likelihood they never would agree. 

Young Unanimous Choice. 

There was unanimous demand at 
the meeting that Owen D. Young, of 
the United States, become permanent 
chairman. Mr, Young, however, de- 
murred at the suggestion, saying he 
understood that President Coolidge 
woukl prefer a European in the chair. 
It was decided to send a message to 
Washington telling the president of 
the unanimous desire for Mr. Young. 

In both allied and German. circles 
it was emphasized that since the 
United States delegates seemed des- 
tined to wield a preponderant influ- 
ence on the committee deliberations, 
they should assume corresponding re- 
sponsibilities and therefore it was 
proper that Mr. Young become pre- 
siding officer. ty , 

The finding of a fresh total of 
German reparation payments, and 
also the fixing of the number of an- 
nual installments, was stated on all 
sides to be the heart of the whole 
problem. Therefore, these’ two aspects 
of the situation probably will be 
tackled first. 

Total To Be Reduced. 


J. P. Morgan and Thomas W. La- 
mont, the other American delegates, 
spent the entire afternoon delving into 
figures and details of payments under 
the Dawes plan which were submitted 
to them by S. Parker Gilbert, agent 
general of reparations. None of them 
would discuss the day’s developments 
except to praise the menu served by 
the chef of the Bank of France.

Young did say that he “really would 
rather serve as a plain American dele- 
gate” instead of as permanent chair- 
man.

France 
was prepared to make further sacri- 
fices in the cause of peace, but expect- 
ed her allies and, associates to bear 
them, it was said.

One of the chief aims of the German 


delegation doubtless will be to take 
some of the cheerfulness out of — the 
rosy fourth annual reparations report 
made by S. Parker Gilbert, agent gen- 
eral of reparations, six weeks azo. 

That report indicated Germany 
would be able to pay the $625,000,- 
000 annually which the Dawes plan 
fixed as the normal yearly reparations 
payment. Germany protested when 
the report was issned, that it was too 
optimistic and that such heavy pare 
ments would necessitate large borrow- 


ings.

Need To Make Old Houses 
Better, Says Authority 


Discussing the question as ito 
whether good housing is possible to 
families of small mreans, Dr, James 
Ford, Ph.D., executive director, Bet- 
ter Homes in America, draws atten- 
tion, in the enrrent issue of “Ameri- 
can Building Association News.” to 
the fact that most families will he 
compelled to live in old houses. “If 
the average life of a house.” writes 
Dr. Ford, “is from one-third to one- 
half of a century, most persons can- 
not live in new dwellings. So our first 
question is to ask how old houses can 
be made better. 

“The first obvious answer is that 
there should be good building laws, 
health laws and housing laws, Wisely 
framed by citizens who have practical 
knowledge of the subject of housing 
and who, though cognizant of practi- 
cal difficulties, have standards that 
are high and sound. Such laws must 
be enforced by wise and practical citi- 
zens whose standards are also high. 

“As no law is self-enforcing, it is 
necessary to have in each city a body 
of citizens to make a continuous sur- 
vey of housing needs and standards, 
and to lend publie officials their mora] 
support and assistance. Because there 
is no such medium of community serv- 
ice in most cities, standards of hous- 
ing legislation and enforcement are 
relatively low,”

MARKET BATTLES 
FOR GREDIT RULE 


BY JOHN F. SINCLAIR.

The titanic struggle fer control of 
the credit resources of the United 
| States is on: in fact the battle be- 
‘tween the federal reserve officials on 
ithe one hand and stock market opera- 
ltors on the «ther has been on now 
for more than a year. It is a battle 
of giants. 

It all started about a year ago 
last Jauuary, when the federal re- 
serve, believing that an undue amount 


of credit was being diverted into the | 


stock exchange, decided to increase 
‘the rediscount rate from 3 1-2 per 
icent to 4 per cent. This temporarily 
helped, but soon the flow of credit 
j}into the stock market began again. 
Since that time the rate has been 
| increased until it now stands in eight 
‘of the federal reserve banks at 5 
per cent, while in the case of the 
other four—Minneapolis, Kansas City, 
Dallas and San Francisco—it is 4 1-2 
per cent, 

The federal reserve has_ scolded, 
written notes and memoranda, and 
}issued warnings ‘io “go easy” with 
‘little effect. They hardly made a 
dint on the enthusiasm of the brok- 
ers and their clients, most of whom 
were growing richer every day—at 
least on paper. 

Stocks doubled and trebled in value. 
'Up to last Wednesday they were con- 
sidered “a good buy.” Of course, the 
purchases then were not for invest- 
‘ment at all, but for the rise. Stocks 
‘were selling at from 15 to 50 times 
their annual net earnings, but. still 
they mounted. 

Sharpest Note. 
| Then, Wednesday night, the federa! 
‘reserve board put out the sharpest 
note it yet has issued. It declared 
‘that the board proposed “to restrain 


the use, either directly or indirectly, 
‘of federal reserve credit facilities in 
aid of the growth of = speculative 
| credit.” 

| It went further and stated that it 
would refuse rediscount privileges to 
those banks who seek to borrow for 
ispeculative purposes. 

The question resolves itself into 
this: Is the stock market absorbing a 
disproportionate amount of credit in 
such a way that it will increase the 
cost of money for legitimate business? 

The federal reserve says yes. Here 
are the figures: 

In the 12 months before last July, 
brokers’ loans increased $1,330,000,- 
000. In the next six months they 
increased $1,540,000,000 more. Then, 
in January, they increased $295,000,- 


'000 more, and last Thursday another 
increase. of 


$110,000,0°%O was re- 
ported, 

The rate, which stood at 4 per cent 
a year ago, is now between 8 and 9 
per cent for call money. It closed 
at 9 per cent on Friday. 

Six months’ loans, backed up by 
stock and bond collateral, stand at 
7 1-2 per cent—a 50-year record, if 
you except 1920. 


A month ago many banks were 


heavy lenders on the stock market, 
although they themselves owed the 
federal reserve $630,000,000 more than 
they did a year ago. Then, when 
some of these banks began to pay 
up the federal reserve by calling their 
brokers’ loans, their place was taken 
by prosperous corporations with sur- 
plus money to lend, who in turn with- 
drew their deposits frem the banks 
to lend for their own account on the 
stock market.

CUROPEAN REPORI 
AIDS GRAIN PRICE 


Chicago, February 9.—(#)—In- 
creased attention to unfavorable as- 
pects of the European crop outlook 
resulted in higher prices today for 
wheat. Mention of famine prevailing 
in various districts abroad and pre- 
dictions that Russia will ‘soon have 
to become a buyer of foodstuffs from 
other countries acted also as a bullish 
influence on the wheat market here. 

Foreigners were credited with buy- 
ing wheat futures in Chicago as well 
‘as at Winnipeg, and notice was taken 
that about one-third of southern hem- 
isphere wheat exports for the week 
went to non-European countries. 

Compared with a week ago, wheat 
this morning was 15-8@13-4 cents 
to 2 cents a busffel net lower, corn 
13-4@17-8 cents to 21-2 ceyts down, 
oats 3-4 cents to 1 cent off, and pro- 
visions showing 2 vents to 27 cents 
advance. 

Reactions from uneasiness abou 
likelihood of extensive injury to do- 
mestic winter wheat is i 


™ a consid- 
erable degree owing to the fact that 
it is still a number of weeks before 
growing weather will permit tests 
which will determine whether or not 
greater damage has been done this sea- 
son than usual. 

Crop-experts now agree that there 
will be a good deal of winter killing, 
largely as a result of ice smothering 
the wheat plants, but agreement is 
general that it is difficult at 
present to know with any -genuine as- 
surance what the percentage of harm 
really amounts to. 

As a rule, low spots in the states 
east of the Mississippi are regarded ag 
the more likely to be hurt. Seridus 
misgivings are also expressed concern- 
ing Nebraska and Kansas areas where 
high winds have been blowing the soil. 

Condition Uncertain. 


However, more or less uncertain as 
to the actual condition of the winter 
Wheat crop outcome is unavoidable at 
this time of year, and it frequently 
happens that the losses are below 
rather than above what was expected. 

Under such circumstances, little 
surprise is shown that setbacks from 
the upward course of wheat values 
have been witnessed, especidlly as 
bulges in the market of late had fail- 
el to bring about any apparent not- 
able increase of export demand or to 
stimulate the call for’ immediate do- 
mestic use, 

Meanwhile, close to a million bush- 
els of wheat have been bought in the 
west and southwest of late to come 
to Chicago. 

Corn purchases for shipment to this 
city from the chief Missouri river 
grain centers are estimated to aggre- 
gate 500.000 bushels. 

Furthermore, a steady increase of 
the corn visible supply as.a whole has 
been evident, and advices at hand in- 
dicate that there is still a large quan- 
tity of corn that should be moved to 
terminals before spring field work gets 
under way. 

Oats values have declined with 
corn, notwithstanding that complains 
of delayed oats seeding are already 
being looked for from the more south- 
ern sections of oats territory. 

To a material extent, provision 
market upturns are regarded as due 
to good-sized foreign buying of fu- 
ture deliveries of lard.

The Day in Finance 


Wall Street Views Past Week’s 
Crowded Events With Relief; 


Many Important Features. 


BY R. L. BARNUM., 

New York, February 9.—From 
Wall street’s viewpoint this week has 
been crowded with important news 
developments but the feeling here is 
that after some water has gone over 
the dam, in looking back to this 
week’s news the outstanding features 
will be first the resumed heavy gold 
imports from England, next, the ad- 
vance in the Bank of England redis- 
count rate from four and a half per 
cent to five and a half, the highest 
since 1921, next, the statement made 
by the federal reserve board on the 
existing credit situation and outlook 
in this country. All three of these 
developments are part of the same 
story. 

Unprecedented speculation in our 
stock market is the beginning, the mid- 
dle, and. the end of the story told in 
this week’s foregoing highly important 
news developments. 

Unprecedented speculation in our 
stock market has been drawing funds 
from all directions, including the 
heavy shipments of guld made by Lon- 
don to us early this week. 

The advance this week in the redis- 
count rate of the Bank of England to 
the highest level since 1921 clearly 
was an act of defense. 

England’s trade is not recovering 
as rapidly as had been expected; about 
the last thing England wanted to do 
was to advance her rediscount rate 
making money higher, which wouid 
have an unfavorable influence on her 
general trade. But her supply of gold 
taken by Germany and this country is 
now low. 

She could not afford to lose more 
gold. The bank rate was advanced to 
prevent further loss of gold. 

No Mistaking Meaning. 

There was no mistaking what the 
federal reserve board meant in this 
week's statement on credit conditions 
in this country. This statement point- 
ed out that for the past six years this 
country has experienced a remarka- 
ble run of economic activity with un- 
precedented production, distribution 
and consumption of goods and with 
production and consumption well bal- 
anced; but that within the past year 
or more a monkey wrench had been 
thrown into our credit machinery by 
unprecedented stock speculation which 
was making money high; that if high 
money continued general trade would 
suffer; that it was up to the federal 
reserve banks individually to stop 
lending credit to member banks that 
were using such credit directly or in- 
directly in further inflation of brok- 
ers loans, 

In Wall street, and even in the fed- 
eral reserve board itself, according to 
trustworthy information, there was a 
wide difference of opinion as _ to 
whether or not the federal reserve 


board acted wisely in giving out this 
week's statement on credit conditious 
in this country. 

According to trustworthy informa- 
tion, some members of the federal re- 
serve board were of the opinion that 
the statement given out this week 
would not halt stock speculation ; that 
stock speculation should be allowed to 
run its course with the federal reserve 
board confining its activities to seeing 
that general trade obtained ample 
credit. 

This was also the viewpoint of a 
considerable portion of Wall street. 
Criticise Board Action, 

But a considerable portion of Wall 
street went much further in criticising 
this week’s action of the federal re- 
serve board. In such quarters it was 
argued that a majority of the members 
of the federal reserve board responsi- 
ble for this week’s statement were not 
looking below the surface in analyzing 
existing credit conditions; that, for 
all practical purposes, gold has not 
recently been coming into this coun- 
try despite our imports, because such 
imports were more than offset by ear- 
marking of gold for foreign accounts; 
that with the Bank of England rate 
now 51-2 per cent there would be no 
further gold imports by us; that the 
effects Of last year’s unprecedented 
gold imports by us on the interna- 
tional credit situation and the inter- 
national gold movement had not yet 
been ironed out; that with the future 
of the international money market 
still uncertain it is useless to attempt 
to determine what the long-term trend 
of money would be; that when our ex- 
isting financial and industrial strength 
is considered all signs point to easier 
money here for the longer look ahead. 
In such Wall street quarters it was 
argued this week that, in the last 
analysis, general business is not af- 
fected by either low or high money, 
but by whether or not there is a bal- 
ance being produced and consumption 
of goods; that at the present time there 
was well-balanced consumption and 
production of goods promising con- 
tinued good trade for at least the first 
half of the year until confidence is 

upset by a;collapse in the market. 

It was Admitted that a temporary 
setback in the stock market more or 
less like Mareh, 1926, might be a good 
thing both for the stock market and 
general trade; that, unquestionably, 
some stocks were too high.

Closing quo- 
tations were within a point or two 
of the best. 

Talk of small fertilizer sales seemed

Private cables said that scattering 
liquidation in. the Liverpool market 
had been absorbed by continental buy- 
ing and trade calling and that there 
was a slightly improved cloth demand 
in Manchester but that reports from 
India were discouraging.

God As Father. 
The loss to us is more than the mere 


‘loss of the consciousness of a God. 


It is the loss of that closer relation 
of God, as Father. A scientific or 
philosophic God is a great mental help. 
and one which we need as a basis for 
our reason, and an explanation of 
many problems and mysteries. But 
one cannot live with, or love, or pray 
to, a scientific God. After the rea- 
son has been satisfied, the heart cries 
out, “Show us the Father, and it suf- 
ficeth us.” 

This is not unreasonable, and it is 
noc a mere sentiment. One of the 
most remarkable facts in human na- 
ture is that it responds to the idea of 


God as Father. Reason demands that 
you shall account for this universal 
longing of the human heart, as much 
as for the origin of the law of gravity. 
It is appropriate to call the creator 
of the solar system a “first cause,’ 
but the source of this heart longing 
must be called “our Father.” 


Men rightly demand that religion 


shall be practical. I, too, have no 
faith in a religion which does not 
meet the every day demands of life. 


I find that instead of this faith in 
God as a Father being a mere senti- 
mentality, it is needed for the solu- 
yom of our most vexing problems to- 
ay. 


The physical scientist rightly inter- 
rogates the forces of nature i: order 
to intelligently deal with them. Is 
it not just as important to question 


the human elements of society before 
we can solve social problems? How 
cun I know my own responsibilities, 
until I know to whom I am respon- 
sible? Here is the social significance 
of the teaching, that God is my 
Father, and man is my brother. It is 
the only teaching that will make me 
a responsible citizen of society, fitted 
to be trusted with its delicate and im- 
portant social duties. 


Man As Brother. 

It does more than answer the ques- 
tion, who am I? It at once reveals 
the identity of the other man. If 
God is “our Father,’ then we are 


brothers. The consciousness of kin- 
ship in the family relations of men. 
is created only by the consciousness 
of common parents. It is out of 
“mother love” that we have builded 
that which is most beautiful in civili- 
zation, the home. We have rightly 
builded society upon this foundation. 
So we may hope for no genuine sense 
of brotherhood among the varied races 
and nationalities of men, without this 
fundamental consciousness, that we 
are all children of one Father. 


The pragmatist wisely asks, before he 
willenter into any discussion, “What 
difference will it make?” “\Where is thy

brother ? 

make? What difference would it lrave 
made at the peace conference in Paris. 
if, instead of considering every ques- 
tion of boundaries and sovereignties 
as a political question, these makers 
of maps had been asking, “Where are 
our brothers?” Such a question would 
make a revolutionary difference in our 
industrial councils. It would make a 
profound difference, both in the meet- 
ings of directors and of labor unions, 
if they should discuss their problems 
in the consciousness of brotherhood. 

I am convinced that we could sum 
up all the woes in the world today in 
the one phrase, carelessness of human 
rights and human lives. The message 
of the Christian religion is, that the 
coming of Jesus Christ into the lives 
of men, means the coming of the con- 
sciousness of kinship to God and kin- 
ship to all men. It recognizes the 


right of the Father to ask the ques- 
tion, “Where is thy brother?”

The Lease System 
And Farm Prosperity | 


Editor Constitution: Most authori- 
ties agree that diversification is the 
solution of our farm problem. Car- 
roll county has solved the boll weevil 
problem, producing crops annually of 
around forty thousand bales. She 
does this by early planting, liberal 
fertilization and entensive cultivation, 


securing July crop before Mr. Weevil | 


gets in his work, 

Cotton will and should 
quite a while a major part in any plan 
of diversification. A necessary and, 
I believe, deciding step towards diver- 
sification is a change in our tenant 
or lease system, that is, from 12 
months to three years, or longer. Some 
sav impracticable if not impossible— 
let's see—and I believe we will agree 
it cannot be any worse than the 12 
months’ lease which has led us into 
a wretched situation creating a finan- 
cially irresponsible tenantry and an 
impoverished ownership. Under a 12 
months’ lease no one can operate a 
farm so as to get more than a megre 
minimum yield. No chance for fall 
planting or sewing of grain, thus fore- 
ing spring plowing—this means land 
worked wet. wretched soil conslitions, 
thirsty stunted crops and generally all 
cotton, as it is about the only plant 
that will stand this abuse and produce 
anything. 

Let see what the long term lease 
can and should do for us. Allow and 
encourage fall plowing, sewing of 
grain, rotation of crops, improved soil 
condition, larger yield, responsible 
tenantry and prosperous conditions for 
all. 

I’xperience has taught that it takes 
three yéars or more to reclaim the 
average farm and build soil from mini- 
mum to maximum yield. Today where 
we find few chickens or hogs and an 
occasional milch cow due to lack of 
food crops being grown. We ean ex- 
pect and should have corn yield of 40 
bushels or more per acre instead of 
10 to 14 bushels. Cotton yield of 
bale or more to acre instead of less 
than one-half bale per acre, and other 
crops in proportion, livestock, poul- 
try and dairy products sufficient to 
supply at least home markets. 

This will naturally lead to owner- 
ship of farms by tenants taking a:l- 
vantage of opportunities offered un-

The old adage, “Nothing succeeds 
like success,” is true: it is equally 
true that nothing breeds failure more 
surely than disappointments, following 
one after another over a period of 
years. 

This suggested change 
work wonders over night, is not a 
panacen for all farm troubles, but 
I believe is worth trying, at least con- 
sidering, and if adopted I believe will 
lav foundation for diversification— 
which means prosperity.

“The noble woman we all love and 
for whom this memorial is named, 
lived in the city of Athens. Her best 
efforts were given to make the clubs 
there a success, and she died while 
in active service to the Georgia fed- 


dent. 

“At the meeting of the federation 
in Columbus in 1919 this memorial 
was begun. They decided to _ put 
aside the sum of $25,000 as a prin- 
cipal to be invested, only the inter- 
est to be used. The pledge whereby 
this sum is to be raised was as fol- 
lows: That each club pay 205 cents 
per capita for three years. Each club 
to decide for itself how best they 
could raise their part of the fund, Of 
course the easy way of paying this 
is to pay the full amount in one check, 
but it ean be paid in three payments. 


“This endowment when completed 


will operate to the advantage of the 
entire state. The principal of $25.,- 
000 is to be invested and the inter- 
est is to be used each year for the 
expenses of the general federation, It 
is the only income that the federation 
has except its dues. In short it is 
the ‘steam engine that will run the 
federation.’ ” 


Just a good beginning has been 
made towards this $25,000 goal. In 
1928 the endowment was $8,227.20, 
interest included. Will you not urge 
your club to pay its full quota and 
thereby help to put your district on 
the honor map by next May? The 
honor map is a district paid in full. 
The checks should be sent to Mrs. Z. 
[. Fitzpatrick, 3415 Peachtree road, 
Atlanta, Ga. All clubs in the federa- 
tion are included in this pledge, 
whether you were in the federation 
at the time or have come in since 
1919. Mrs. Brenner, our president, 
recommends that you give this your 
careful consideration and make an ef- 
fort to complete this memorial fund 
and thereby aid our Georgia federa- 
tion, of which we are justly proud.”

Nearly all the ideas which Herndon after- 
ward developed on this subject appear im 
germ in this early letter. 


As has been noted, -.Lincoln’s religiows 
theught took color from his personal and 
historical background. There were two op- 
posing religious influences at work im the 
west of his day. One was the crude pre- 
Gestinarian theology preached in most eof 


the frontier pulpits. It was harsh and 
anything but rationalistic. But it left its 
impress on all hearers. hs emphasis on 


the constant use as well as the literal ie- 
Spiration of the Bible was net lost on the 
community mind. 


The Bible was one of the main sources 
of education. It was for Lincoln and bss 
contemporaries the ome indispensable vol- 
wme. He conceived and retained a prefound 
respect for its wisdom and poetry. He ap- 
preciated its value as a stimulant to theught 
and imagination, as the vehicle of an ele- 
vated moral teaching amd a noble Engtish 
prose style. His admiration for this surpass- 
Ing legacy to mankind—the unique cultucal 
and moral asset of the west ef his peried 
—grew with the years, whatever he may 
have thought at one time or, anether of 
the theological conclusions ef those to 
whom it fell officially te interpret it. 

Of the Bible he said on September 7, 
1864, to a colored delegation from SGalti- 
more which presented him with a copy of 
the Scriptures: “In regard te this great 
Book | have but to say it is the zest gift 
God has given to man. All the good Sa- 
viour gave to the world was communicated 
through this book. But for it we could not 
know right from wrong. All things mest 
desirable for man’s welfare are to be feund 
portrayed in it.” 

And this judgment must stand in spite 
of the fact that Lincoln's biographers gen- 
erally admit that as a ‘young man he read 
Paine’s “‘Age of Reason” and was intluenced 
by it to write an article attacking Chris- 
tianity and orthodoxy, which article was 
thrown into the fire by Samuel Hill, pro- 
prietor of the New Salem grocery sicre in 
which Lincoln was a clerk. 

Mere the second frontier influence enters. 
The American revolutionary one 
of comparatively meager religions tah. 
Religion in France had fallen into disrespect. 
Velteire and the encyclopaedists, tichting 
cerrupt religion as well as corrup! gevern- 
ment, had greatly affected opinion here. as 
in Europe.

So was Ben- 
jamin Franklin, in effect. So wére othe 
eminent Americans of the early repubin.

Lincein’s non-membership in any church 
is sometimes explained in terms of politics. 
It is said that he resented the church's fail- 
ure to declare against slavery. He is pic- 
tured as chagrined that he received so little 
church support in his fight against the ex- 
tension of the slave power. 


Lincein was too thorough a politician not 
to realize that the church could net be ex- 
pected at that time to line up solidly against 
slavery. The Protestant denominations were 
not divided into southern and northern bod- 
ies. The southern churches were tied up 
with their own section’s self-interest ia 
slavery. The northern churches hesitated 
to iwvite sectional divisions in the ecclesias- 
tic field as well as in politics. 

Lincoln was never an abolitionist in the 
absolute sense. His celebrated letter te 
Horace Greeley shows how he stood on that 
issme long after the civil war was uader 
wav. in his second term io the Iilinois 
legislature he joined with one other mem- 
ber on March 3, 1337, to protest against 
the passage of certain resolations which 
disapproved “of the formation of Abolition 
Societies and of the doctrines promulgated 
ty them.” Liacolea did not want to en- 
courage abohtion er anti-abolition agitation. 
The main point of the minority objection 
was: “They (Lincoln and his associate) be- 
that the institution of slavery is 
founded on both injustice and bad policy,

Lincoln could hardly have been kept out 
of church membership by his disappoint- 
ment that the clergy did not all turn 
abolitionists. Moreover, in failing to be- 
come a communicant, though otherwise as- 
sociated with the congregation in which his 
wife was a communicant, he followed a 
course not at all unusual in the Protestant 
churches of this country. 


What were the religious beliefs which 
he formulated for his own conscience? 
One certainly included Divine care and 
guidance. That idea runs through many 
of his utterances. He sometimes consid- 
ered himself as an instrument of Providence 
in an almost direct and immediate sense. 
In announcing to the cabinet, on Septem- 
ber 22, 1862, his purpose to issue an 
emancipation proclamation, he said, accord- 
ing to Secretary Chase’s diary for that day: 

“When the rebel army was at Frederick 
1 determined as soon as it should be driven 
out of Maryland to issue a proclamation of 
emancipation such as I thought most likely 
to be useful. I said nothing to any one, but 
1 made the promise to mvself and (hesitat- 
ing a little) to my Maker. The rebel army 
is new driven out and 1 am going to fulfill 
that promise.” 


He believed, again, in Divine justice. Jus- 
tice was his most rooted ideal—even 


tice which involved punishment. 


jus- 
In answer 
to these who deprecated too much brim- 
stone he used to say half whimsically that 
he thought more punishment ought to be 
preached in the pulpit rather than less. He 
had at times the Hebrew prophet’s intense 


and somber sense of the inexorableness of 
& 


retribution and expiation. Take the gor- 
gecus second inaugural, in which this great 
passage stands out: 

“The Aimighty has His own purposes 
‘Woe unto the world because of offenses! 
for it must needs be that offenses come; 
but woe to that man by whom the offense 
cometh.’ M we shall suppose that American 
Slavery is one of those offenses which. in 
the previdence of God, having continued 
through His appointed time He now wills 
to remove, and that He gives to both north 
and south this terrible war, as the woe due 
to these by whom the offense came, shall 
we discern therein any depature from those 
Divine attributes which the believers in a 
ving God always ascribe to Him? Fondly 
do we hope—fervently do we pray—that 
this mighty scourge of war may speedily 
pass away. Yet if God wills that it continue 
until afl the wealth piled by the bonds- 
mans iwo hundred and fifty years of un- 
requiied toi] shall be sunk and until every 
drop of blead drawn with the lash shall he 
paid by another dawn with the sword, as 
wat said three thousand years ago, so must 
it still be said: “The judgments of the Lord 
are true and righteous altogether.” 

Mr. William E. Barton in his 1925 biog- 
raphy formulates a creed for Lincoln which 
covers also belief in prayer, in immortality, 
in divine mercy and forgiveness. It is a 
creed, im fact, not cumbered with technical- 
ities and hardly more Trinitarian than it is 
Unitarian. But it contains the spiritual es- 
Sentials of a truly religious outlook. Hern- 
don bimself said of Lincoln more than 
twenty vears after he wrote the letter re- 
produced above: 

“Whether orthodox or he believed 
i) God and immortality, and even if he 
Questioned the existence of future punish- 
ment he hoped to find rest from trouble 
and a heaven bevond the grave. If at any 
time in his life he was skeptical of the 
divine origin of the Bible he ought not fer 
that reason to be condemned, for he ac- 
cepted the practical percepts of that great 
beek as binding alike upon his head and his 
conscience. of his 
the seriousness of his convictions 
and the nobility of his character are evi- 
unimpeachable that his 
fiied with the exalted puritv and sublime 
fatth «ft

Probably Not—But Almost Every Day. Says This Psychiatrist, You Indulge In Some Superstition or 
Habit Which Is Virtually as Primitive as the Weird Rites That Resulted In the 


Recent Witchcraft Murder at York, Pennsylvania

it could clown itself into pros- 
perity, the obscure city of York, 
Pa., tried to remain obscure rather than 
win national publicity as the place that be- 
lieves in witches. 


The recent “‘witch murder” trial held in 
its litthe courthouse had the makings of one 
of those court spectacles, with all the par- 
aphernalia of special correspondents, sob 
sisters, news photographers and vaudeville 
contracts, that have become, like the glad- 
iatorial combats of ancient Rome, one of 
the loved diversions of the American pub- 
lic. But York cast aside this temptation to 
bask on the front page; endeavored, as far 
as possible, to keep newspaper reporters 
away from the trial, and tried to give the 
WMpression that the poor, ignorant and su- 
perstitious people who were the principals 
of the tragedy were an isolated phenon- 
enen not at all representative of an en- 
lightened and forward-looking eommunity. 

This was an improvement on the stand 
taken by Dayton; but York and the rest of 
us ¢an do better still, We can realize that

This disturbance produces in her 
certain symptoms, such as indigestion and 
sleeplessness. She may realize the real rea- 
sm for the symptoms, but does not waat 
te admit the fact even to herself. She 
prefers ta ascribe them to some physical

So she goes to a physician. She de- 
scribes and probably exaggerates her physi- 
cal symptoms and in various ways Sets ‘he 
stage to deceive him.

USTICE has a simple and clear cut 
duty to perform when it tackles 
such atrocities as the Snyder kill- 
ing or the fiendish murder of 
Marian Parker. When crimes like these oc- 
cur, public opinion cries out in horror and 
demands that the guilty parties receive the 
fullest possible punishment. Very little 
sentiment or sympathy is expended. Jus- 
tice hears the voice of the people and usu- 
ally acts accordingly. 


But sometimes it is not so simple. When 
rank ignorance drives the murderer to his 
act; justice finds itself in difficulties. Pub- 
lib opinion is divided. Sentiment and sym- 
pathy go to the killer in large doses. The 
cry is to educate him rather than punish. 

As a consequence, no matter what the 
final decision in the case, there is an in- 
evitable aftermath of doubt. 


* * » * 


Some day, perhaps, society will find a 
way of handling our’ so-called “ignorance 
killing’ that will be approved by all en- 
lightened people. Just now there is no 
universally approved method. There is a 
great deal of fumbling and uncertainty on 
the part of justice and considerable dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the people whom 
justice serves and protects. 


It was so in the case of Francesco 
Caruso, who killed Dr. Casper Pendola, the 
physician he had called in to treat his 
dying son. Caruso, an ignorant plasterer, 
had never in his life had any experience 
with doctors. His child, suffering from 
diphtheria, had not had the proper care. 
Pendola was called in almost at the last 
minute. 


The doctor injected serum into the child 
—it was the only hope of saving his life. 
But the child died. Caruso really believed 
the doctor with his needle and his ‘“‘poi- 
son” had killed his beloved son. He ac- 
cused Pendola. The doctor laughed. The 
laugh enraged Caruso and he cut the man’s 
throat. 


Caruso was found guilty of murder in 
the first degree and sentenced to die in 
the electric chair at Sing Sing. But that de- 
cision did not satisfy the people. Caruso 
in the death house became an object of 
tremendous public sympathy. Finally he 
won a new trial and a new decision. 


He pleaded guilty to manslaughter and 
received a sentence of five to ten 
imprisonment. 

It was so, to a considerable extent, in 
the case of Vincent Rice, the Staten Island 
boy who killed his girl friend because she 
embraced him. Or to put it more accu- 
rately, he struck her for this reason. He 
really didn’t kill her because of her ad- 
vances—he killed her in a blind fit of ter- 
ror caused by the sieht of her unconscious 
on the floor. 

As related in this series, yvoung Rice be- 


years 


lieved that sex was a monster which would 
surely destroy his soul once he gave way 
to its enticements. He believed that if he 
succumbed he would place his hope of 
eternal happiness in grave danger. 

And so he struck the girl blindly in his 
soul's defense... And when she fell terror 
possessed him and he strangled her. 

Naturally, this was no simple case for a 
court to decide. Obviously this boy was 
not quite right in his mind. Certainly his 
sense of values had been considerably out 
of kilter. that 
he was insane. 


And vet one could not say 


No jury passed judgment on this prob- 
lem—one wanders what they would have 
decided on if they had. The defense plead- 
ed guilty to second degree murder and the 
state was very happy to accept the plea. 
Rice was accordingly sent to Sing Sing to 
serve twenty years to life imprisonment. 

Was this justice? Would society be bet- 
ter off with Rice definitely out of the way? 
Or should this boy have been committed 
to an institution pending the readjustment 
of his sense values? 

One might ask the same questions with 
segard to a great many other cases in 
which ignorance and passion have driven a

watching not only centuries go by but 
records of tragedies, disasters of humanity and 
patchworks formed by little pieces out of 
peopie’s lives. 

To sit through an important auction sale.is 
as though one listened to the most dramatic 
play. The more distinguished and outstanding 
the offering the more emotionally you will re- 
act to the authentic thrill in the air. 

The secret and fascination of all auctions lie 
in the word “chance.” Outside of the famous 
collectors’ sales, this is where the lust is. 

“Look!” says your neighbor, rushing in on 
you, a blue cup and saucer in her hand. “I bid 
it in with a lot of china junk. It has a golden 
J and N, on its base is stamped ‘Malmaison.’ I 
bought it, all for four-fifty.” 

That cup and saucer were part of the dinner 
set of the Empress Josephine, which was pur- 
chased later for $500° by David Belasco for 
his First Empire collection. 

In these arenas of barter and sale one could 
speculate forever on where the objects came 
from. Due to constant vicissitude of fortune, 
to the attenuation and decay of great families, 
to quarrels and strife among heirs, they an- 
nounce themselves in all sorts of states of wear 
and shabbiness. 
times are the medium of discovering lost mas- 
terpieces, buried letters and missing vessels that 
once belonged te ancient churches. 

Every one fg familiai with the story of the 
little old lady who walked into Christie's only 
twenty-six years ago. She had brought a piec- 
ture in a cab. It had a big hole in it and was 
in a bad condition, so she never had hung it.

The first Mrs. George Gould's effects were sold 
at the American Art Galleries—the really fine 
pieces her children already had reserved for 
themselves—but it left material worth about 
$80.000 still to be disposed of, and none of it 
mediocre. It was scattered in every direction. 

Yet a few days after this I saw three gold 
Aubusson chairs and one cabmet, forming the 
nucieus of a large collection, advertised “to be 
sold at auction, furniture from the home of 
Mrs. George Gould.” They stood there, these 
lovely things, with a shamefaced air amid as 
sorry a group of cheap and inferior pieces as 
you would ever see.

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ECENTLY some doctor who has a 
keen perception of the value of ad- 
vertising gained considerable front 
page space free of charge by an- 
nouncing that he tried a new method of 
treatment for bad tonsils on hot dogs be- 
fore he decided to apply it in his practice. 
The new method he _ referred to is 
diathermy. Diathermy is a type of electric 
current—what’s the use trying to explain 
the technical side of it when one knows 
nothing about that side?—a kind of elec- 
tric current that is not in itself hot or 
painful but is converted into heat in the 
tissue to which it is applied or rather 
through which it passes. The doctor found 
that a cold dose of this diathermy cooked 
the hot dog all right, and having tried it 
on the dog he proceeded to set himself up 
as a kind of new-fangled cook: All kinds 
of tonsils cooked here while you wait, and 
painlessly. 

That’s the remarkable part of it. This 
diathermy, or desiccation or coagulation or 
endothermy or, as one gifted reporter call- 
ed it, “radio knife,’’ does really cook the 
tonsil tissue, of course only a wee bit of it 
at a sitting, painlessly. Like many other 
doctors, | found this incredible until I saw 
it done. In fact, when I came across a 
report by a New York expert I was almost 
willing to go on record that the doctor was 
Stretching it tremendously, but as 1 grow 
older I do begin to have more or less of 
something or other—anyway, I called on 
the doctor and, fortunately enough, caught 
him in the very act of cooking what little 
was left of a young lady's tonsils to the 
king’s taste, as you might say.

only a few odds and ends of tonsil tissues 
left, apparently. These simply shriveled 
up and died as the current passed through 
them. On the surface of the patient's 
throat there was a kind of double-jointed 
electrode, and once or twice in the seance 
the doctor changed this around, as it be- 
gins to become quite warm after a while, 
warmer on the side where the cord is at- 
tached.

Some doctors who are not familar with 
this newer method are prone to question 
its efficacy in disposing of the infection in 
diseased tonsils. Only the other day two 
Chicago men published a report of a case 
in which electro-coagulation of the tonsil 
tissue in the throat, concealed by the 
smooth connective tissue that diathermy 
leave in place of the adenoid or round cell 
tissue.

No one who has seen tonsil desiccation 
or coagulation properly done, with the right 
sort of apparatus, can doubt that any path- 
ogenic bacteria in the portion of tonsil thus
